Bjorge are safe. 
The telegram was 
based on a cablegram rece ved from 
Caracas an d so the latest n ews is en ­ 
tirely authen tic an d has d on e much 
to relieve the an xiety of Tay lor's 
man y frien d s. 
The Min n eapolis Tribun e publish­ 
ed the folowin g: “ Bjorge an d Tay lor 
had been en gaged by a m in in g com­ 
pan y , prospectin g in the wild s of Ven ­ 
ezuela for oil an d m in eral d eposits. 
W ith M aracaibo as their base, they 
set out in the wood s an d were cap­ 
tured by the wild n atives. The boy s 
fought with the savages b ut were 
un able to return to th eir home.

through 
more th an 100 miles of d en se wood s 
arrived at a seaport town , Laguarra. 
From there, Bjorge wired his fa th ­ 
er a t Duluth th a t they were safe. 
No d etails of the fightin g w ith the 
In d ian s w<*re given .

grad uated from the un iversity school 
of min es last Jun e. 
Govern or E berhart, previous to the

J. W.. Bennett, o f St. Pau l, em­ 
plo y ed by t h a t city to assist in pu t­ 
tin g into effect its new sy stem o f 
co mmissio n fo rm o f go v ernment, h as 
in h is fo u rth article fo r th e Brainerd 
Dispatch described th e salient fea­ 
tu res o f th e St. Pau l idea wh ich tak^j 
effect April 1. 
Mr. Bennett say s: 
E ig h t electiv e o fficers will lo o k af­ 
ter th e bu siness o f St. Pau l u nder th e 
new co mmissio n ch arter, a may o r, 
co mptro ller and six co u ncilmen. 
Th e six co u ncilmen and th e may o r 
co nstitu te th e co u ncil and lo o k after 
legislativ e bu siness. 
Th e may o r is 
president o f th e co u ncil and h as a 
v o te ex cept wh en a qu estio n o f h is 
o wn v eto co mes u p, o r a qu estio n o f 
ch arges preferred by h im against any 
o th er electiv e o fficer. 
In th e latter 
case h e no t o nly do es no t h av e a v o te 
bu t h e is disqu alified fro m presiding 
at th e sessio n o f th e co u ncil at wh ich 
th e accu sed o fficer h as a h earing. 
It is th e du ty o f th e may o r imme­ 
diately u po n th e o rganizatio n o f th e 
new go v ernment to assign a co u ncil­ 
man as administrativ e h ead o f each 
o f th e city departments, a so rt o f 
co mmittee o f o ne to lo o k after th e 
general su perintendence o f its bu si­ 
ness. 
He h as th e po wer o f reassign­ 
m ent o n a single day six mo u th s af­ 
terwards, and h is seco nd assignments 
o r h is permittin g th e o riginal assign­ 
ments to stand, determines th e place 
o f each departm ent h ead u ntil th e 
end o f h is term. 
Under th e St. Pau l ch a rter th e 
co mptro ller is no t a member o f th e 
co u ncil, no r in any way co nnected 
with it. 
He is an acco u nting, ch eck­ 
ing and pu blicity o fficer fo r th e city . 
It is h is bu siness to see th a t th e city 
o fficers keep pro per bo o ks and reco rds 
an d to kno w u ie facts and giv e to th e 
pu blic th e facts in su ch fo rm th at 
th e pu blic may u nderstand. 
Pu bu c 
o pinio n mu st be relied u po n largely 
to giv e u s th e righ t kind o f mu nici­ 
pal go v ernment, and pu blic o pinio n is 
po werless u nless it kno ws th e facts. 
Heads o f adm inistrativ e depart­ 
ments are a co mmissio ner o f finance, 
o f pu blic safety , o f edu catio n, o f 
pu blic wo rks, o f pu blic u tilities; o f 
parks, play gro u nds and pu blic bu ild­ 
ings, six in all. 
St. Pau l by its new' ch arter h as 
abo lish ed th e place o f city treasu rer 
and th e du ties o f th a t o fficer are plac­ 
ed u po n th e co mmissio ner o f finance. 
Besides h e is financial o fficer o f th e 
water bo ard. 
He takes pa rt in lev y ­ 
ing and co llecting 
special 
assess­ 
ments. 
He is a member o f th e sinn­ 
ing fu nd co mmittee. 
Th e co mmissio ner o f pu blic safety 
h as general directio n o f th e po lice, 
th e fire and th e h ealth departments. 
As th e tech nical h eads o f th ese de­ 
partments, h e will h av e a fire ch ief, 
a po lice ch ief and a co mmissio ner o f 
h ealth . 
It will be th e bu siness-o f 
th e co mmissio ner to select th ese men, 
to h elp 
o rganize th e 
department, 
keep th e div isio n ch iefs u p to th eir 
wo rk and co mpel th em to co -o perate. 
Sch o o ls, and th e pu blic library , 
th >e \tw o instru m ents o f edu catio n 
wil be in th e h ands o f th e co mmis­ 
sio ner o f edu catio n. 
He will h av e a 
librarian and a su perintendent to 
lo o k a fte r th e tech nical matters. 
In th e h ands o f th e co mmissio ner 
o f pu blic wo rks will be th e care o f th e 
streets, th e co llectio n o f garbage, re­ 
pairs 
and 
co nstru ctio n, 
wo rk 
o n 
bridges, streets, sewers and th e water 
wo rks. 
He h as a fo rce o f engineers 
u nder h is directio n. 
A co mmissio ner o f pu blic u tilities 
will be th e ex ecu tiv e h ead o f th e 
water bo ard and will h av e city ligh t­ 
ing in h is h ands. 
He will also h av e 
su perv isio n o v er all u tilities priv ate­ 
ly o wned. 
Th e co mmissio ner o f parks, play ­ 
gro u nds and pu blic bu ildings, h as 
ju risdictio n o v er th e serv ices indicat­ 
ed by th e name. 
He will h av e u nder 
h is Ju risdictio n an arch itect and a 
landscape 
arch itect as 
well 
as 
a 
directo r o f play gro u nds to aid h im 
in h is wo rk, 
All electiv e o fficers are elected at 
large o n a no n-partisan basis. 
A city clerk and a co rpo ratio n 
co u nsel elected by th e co u ncil, co m­ 
plete th e fo rce o f city o fficers.

Captain Ro bert Falco n Sco tt. R. N., 
C V. (),. F. R G S.. co mmander o f 
England’s 
mo st impo rtant 
antarctic 
expeditio n, was bo rn ut Devo npo rt. 


England, o n June 0, Ihum. 
After at­ 
tending scho o l ut Htubhingto u Ho use, 
Fareham, he entered the ro yal navy at 
tile age o f fo urteen 
As a eauet o n 
bo ard the training ship Britannia he 
gullied so me distinctio n as o ne o f the 
cadet captains. When Sco tt's co urse o u 
the Bntauida was co mpleted he was 
sent to the Cape o f Go o d ilo pe naval 
statio n. He served fo r two years as u 
lieutenant o u the Ro ver, which was iu 
|ln* British Pacific service. 
The character o f his service qualified 
him to take u special co urse o f traiu- 
Ing. and as a fo ur, o ne and two man iu 
Ids examinatio ns he hud (lie privilege 
o f cho o sing tiie subject iu which hi 
wished to specialize 
He decided to 
tuke up to rpedo wo rk, and after quad- 
f) ing iu this lie received assignments 
to o ne sldp after ano ther fo r eight 
years. 
After guiidug au extra stripe 
Ijeutenant Sco tt was appo inted us a 


scientific staff. 
On July 28. 1900, tho 
whaler Disco very left the Thames with 
fo rty men. prepared fo r au expeditio n 
to last three years if necessary. 
The 
i ship reached New Zealand after a 
ro ugh time in the "ro aring fo rties” and 
thence sailed fo r the antarctic regio ns. 
I Two years o f hardship resulted in the 
; co nquering o f 500 miles mo re o f ant­ 
arctic sno w and Ice than any o f his 
j predecesso rs co vered, 
j Upo n his return to England many 
ho no rs were besto wed upo n him. The 
admiralty raised him to the rank o f 
captain, making him the yo ungest cap­ 
tain In the navy, and the late King Ed­ 
ward made him co mmander o f the Vic­ 
to rian Order. 
Medals were given him 
by the Ro yal Geo graphical so ciety, 
Ro yal Sco ttish Geo graphical so ciety 
and American, Swedish, Danish. Phila­ 
delphia and Antwerp Geo graphical so ­ 
cieties. 
The sto ry o f the expeditio n 
was published by Captain Sco tt in "The 
Vo yage o f the Disco very." and the two 
vo lumes were widely read. 


Gets H igh Po st. 
The admiralty allo wed him three 
mo nths iu which to give lectures, the 
hardest task he ever underto o k, so 
Captain Sco tt said. Returning to serv­ 
ice In the navy, he was assigned to the 
intelligence department o f the admi­ 
ralty. 
Fo r six y e a r s he co ntinued at his 
desk, but finally "the call o f the ice" 
co uld uo lo nger lie resisted, and he so t 
o ut to raise funds fo r fitting o ut an 
o ther ex j>ed it i«»n 
many difficulties Captain Sco tt secured 
the necessary financial assistance and 
had his expeditio n ready to sturt fo r 
his ultimate go al, the so uth po le. 
When Captain Sco tt sailed he left lie 
hind n wife, who m be had married two 
years befo re, and an eight-mo nths-o ld 
so u.

Telegram From Harry Donovan. New 
York City, Says Taylor and 
Bjorge are Safe 


A telegram received from H arry 
Donovan, New York city, brother of 
P. W. Donovan of tnis city, says that 
W illiam Leslie Taylor ond Guy M. 
Bjorge are safe. 
The telegram was 
based on a cablegram rece ved from 
C aracas and so the latest news Is en­ 
tirely authentic and has done much 
to relieve the anxiety of Taylor's 
m any friends. 
The Minneapolis Tribune publish­ 
ed the folowing: “ Bjorge and Taylor 
had been engaged by a m ining com­ 
pany, prospecting in the wilds of Ven­ 
ezuela for oil and mineral deposits. 
With Maracaibo as th eir base, they 
set out in the woods and were cap­ 
tured by the wild natives. The boys 
fought with the savages but were 
unable to return to their home. 
As 
a last resort, they set out in the op­ 
posite direction and going 
through 
more than IOO miles of dense woods 
arrived at a seaport town, Laguarra. 
From there, Bjorge wired his fa th ­ 
er a t Duluth th a t they were safe. 
No details of the fighting with the 
Indians were given. 
The boys were 
graduated from the university school 
of mines last June. 
Governor Eberhart, previous to the 
receipt of the mesage, wired to Pres­ 
ident Wilson asking him to lend the 
aid of the federal 
governm ent in 
rescuing the boys. 
P. W. Donovan, who w ent to Dun- 
uas to see Taylor’s parents, is ex­ 
pected to return to Brainerd on the 
m idnight train. 
Mrs. P. W. Donovan has just given 
the Dispatch the text of a message 
which has been received from the 
state departm ent of the United States 
It is to the effect that the secretary 
of state had received a cablegram 
from the American consul at M ara­ 
caibo and th a t he had reported Bjorge 
and Taylor rescued from the Indians, 
both unhurt.

Described by J. W. Bennett, of St. 
Paul, in His Fourth Article 
, 
for The Dispatch 


IN SUPERIOR WIS. 


EIGHT 
ELECTIVE 
OFFICERS 


Comptroller in Charge of Accounting, 
Checking and Publicity, is not 
Council Member 


J. VV.. Bennett, of St. Paul, em ­ 
ployed by th a t city to assist in put­ 
tin g into effect its new system of 
commission form of government, has 
in his fourth article for the Brainerd 
Dispatch described th e salient fea­ 
tures of the St. Paul idea which takes 
effect April I. 
Mr. B ennett says: 
E ig h t elective officers will look af­ 
ter the business of St. Paul under the 
new commission charter, a mayor, 
com ptroller and six councilmen. 
The six councilmen and the mayor 
constitute the council and look after 
legislative business. 
The mayor is 
president of the council and has a 
vote except when a question of his 
own veto comes up, or a question of 
charges preferred by him against any 
other elective officer. 
In the latter 
case he not only does not have a vote 
but he is disqualified from presiding 
a t the session of the council at which 
the accused officer has a hearing. 
It is the duty of the mayor imme­ 
diately upon the organization of the 
new governm ent to assign a council­ 
man as adm inistrative head of each 
of the city departm ents, a sort of 
com m ittee of one to look after the 
general superintendence of its busi­ 
ness. 
He has the power of reassign­ 
m ent on a single day six mouths af­ 
terw ards, and his second assignm ents 
or his perm itting the original assign­ 
m ents to stand, determ ines the place 
of each departm ent head until the 
end of his term. 
U nder the St. Paul ch arter the 
com ptroller is not a member of the 
council, nor In any way connected 
with it. 
He is an accounting, check­ 
ing and publicity officer for the city. 
It is his business to see th a t the city 
officers keep proper books and records 
and to know cue facts and give to the 
public the facts in such form that 
the public may understand. 
Public 
opinion must be relied upon largely 
to give us the right kind of munici­ 
pal governm ent, and public opinion is 
powerless unless it knows the facts. 
Heads of adm inistrative d epart­ 
ments are a commissioner of finance, 
of public safety, of education, of 
public works, of public utilities; of 
parks, playgrounds and public build­ 
ings, six in all. 
St. Paul by its new ch arter has 
abolished the place of city treasurer 
and the duties of that officer are plac­ 
ed upon the commissioner of finance. 
Besides he is financial officer of the 
w ater board. 
He takes part in levy­ 
ing and collecting 
special 
assess­ 
ments. 
He is a member of the sing­ 
ing fund committee. 
The commissioner of public safety 
has general direction of the police, 
th e fire and the health departments. 
As the technical heads of these de­ 
partm ents, he will have a fire chief, 
a police chief and a commissioner of 
health. 
It will be the business 'Of 
th e commissioner to select these men, 
to help 
organize the 
departm ent, 
keep the division chiefs up to their 
work/ and compel them to co-operate 
Schools, and the public library, 
th e \tw o instrum ents of education 
wil be in the hands of the commis­ 
sioner of education. 
He will have a 
librarian and 
a superintendent to 
look afte r the technical m atters. 
In the hands of the commissioner 
of public works will be the care of the 
streets, the collection of garbage, re­ 
pairs 
and 
construction, 
work 
on 
bridges, streets, sewers and the w ater 
works. 
He has a force of engineers 
under his direction. 
A commissioner of public utilities 
will be the executive head of the 
w ater board and will have city lig h t­ 
ing in his hands. 
He will also have 
supervision over all utilities private­ 
ly owned. 
The commissioner of parks, play­ 
grounds and public buildings, has 
jurisdiction over the services indicat­ 
ed by the name. 
He will have under 
his jurisdiction an architect and a 
landscape 
architect as 
well 
as 
a 
director of playgrounds to aid him 
in his work, 
All elective officers are elected at 
large on a non-partisan basis. 
A city clerk and a corporation 
counsel elected by the council, com­ 
plete the force of city officers.

"When the lust supporting party, led 
by Lieutenant (now Commander) Ev­ 
ans. left Captain Scott on Jan. 4 the 
polar party were only 145 miles from 
the goal of their hopes aud in excellent 
j health and spirits and were traveling 
J at the rate of fifteen miles a day.

j being well, the pole should therefore 
j have Ix'eu reached about Jan. 15 last. 
Caches of food had l*een made every 
sixty miles along the route. There was 
ample for the explorers to enjoy full 
rations on the whole return Journey. 
The party were expected back at Hut 
Point, fifteen miles from Cape Evans, 
where the Terra Nova was waiting for 
them, about March 15. but on March 5 
the sea was freezing so rapidly that 
Lieutenant Pennell, then commanding 
the ship. considered It unwise to re­ 
main longer, owing to the hourly in 
creasing risk that the ship would be 
frozen in. 
It Is unfortunate that we 
were unable to remain a week or ten 
days longer, as we should almost cer 
tainly have brought back with us the 
news that Captain Scott had reached 
tile pole about Jan. 15. 
He and his 
companions probably returned to win­ 
ter quarters before the end of March. 
No further news can be received from 
him until the Terra Nova again re­ 
turns from tile far south, about tile 
end of next March. Tile members who 
accompanied Captain Scott to the pole 
are Dr. Edward Wilson. Captain L. E. 
G. Oates. Lieutenant Bowers and Petty 
Officer Evans. 
"Captain Scott has tremendous stay­ 
ing power nnd any amount of energy 
of the right kind—the kind that sets a 
steady pace and k<*cps it up all day. 
If love of bis work cnu pull him 
through we shall hear next year that 
he has not failed to accomplish all to 
which he has set his hand.” 


Captain Scott’s Life. 


Captain Robert Falcon Soott, R. N., 
C. V. ()., F. It. G. S.. commander of 
England's 
most imjiortint 
antarctic 
expedition, was boru at Devon port. 


England, on June 6, 1868. 
After at­ 
tending school at Stubbington House, 
Fareham, he entered the royal navy at 
the age of fourteen. 
As a cadet on 
board Hie training ship Britannia he 
gained some distinction as one of tile 
cadet captains. When Scott’s course on 
the Britanuia was completed he was 
sent to the Cape of Good Hope naval 
station. He served for two years as a 
lieutenant on tile Rover, which was in 
Hie British Pacific service. 
The character of his service qualified 
bim to take a special course of train­ 
ing. and as a four, one aud two man in 
his examinations he had the privilege 
of choosing the subject in which lie 
wished to specialize. 
He decided to 
take up torpedo work, and after quali­ 
fying in this lie received assignments 
to one Mi l l af t er another for eight 
years. After gaining an extra stripe 
Lieutenant Scott was appointed us a 
torpedo lieutenant to IL M. S. Majestic, 
a battleship of the first class Mild flag­ 
ship of the channel squadron. His as­ 
signment to the Majestic marked the 
turning point of his career, for his 
commanders were Sir IL Stephenson 
aud Prince Louis of Batteuberg, two 


hardest task he ever undertook, so 
Captain Scott said. Returning to serv­ 
ice in the navy, he was assigned to the 
Intelligence department of the admi­ 
ralty. 
For six years he continued at his 
desk, but finally “the call of the ice” 
could no longer be resisted, and he sot 
out to raise funds for fitting out an­ 
other expedition. 
After surmounting 
many difficulties Captain Scott secured 
the necessary financial assistance and 
had his expedition ready to start for 
his ultimate goal, the south pole. 
When Captain Scott sailed he left be 
hind a wife. whom lie had married two 
years before, and an eight-months-old 
son, Peter, "the image of his father."
